Water Department Meter 
Charge 

It has come to our attention that we are being chaiged 
$ 13.(X) per 2-inonth billing for each of our 2 meters, nos. 
13220-0 and 13240-0, plus $22.50 per month each for 
meter maintenance for a total of $58.00 each meter, each 
2 month billing period. 

We fail to see the justification for the $45.(X) per meter 
charge in addition to the $13.00 especially since the 10- 
1 -94 increase from $0.74 to $1.39 (46.77%) and the Jan¬ 
uary, 1995 assessment of $3,307.50 which we paid in 
January of 1995. All this plus the 6% Utility Tax which 
we understand was illegal until it was voted in recently. 

We appreciate the efforts of all the fine people who 
serve our fair city but do feel that the owners, mostly 
retired, of our 20-unit complex are carrying an unfair and 
unjustified portion of the cost of our water supply.

shea butter from a wom¬ 
en’s cooperative in north¬ 
ern Ghana for its avocado, 
mango and nut body but¬ 
ters. Cohuneoil,jaboncil- 
lo and allspice extracts from 
Guatemala and ngali oil 
from the Solomon Islands 
are being marketed. Indig¬ 
enous people can stay to 
work the land and can earn 
a living harvesting without 
destroying its (renewable) 
sources. 

Often the companies re¬ 
turn a portion of sales for 
conservation projects. Nu 
Skin International’s new 
line Epoch features a shave 
gel made from a leaf used 
by Native Americans for its 
skin-soothing properties. 
Twenty-five cents from the 
sale of each Epoch product 
goes to the preservation of 
the local culture. Sales 
have already contributed to 
a number of projects, in¬ 
cluding the building of an 
ecology center and aerial 
walkway to encourage eco- 
tourism rather than the log¬ 
ging of more than 40,000 
acres of rain forest on the 
Western Samoa island of 
Savaii. 

Not all rain forest ingre¬ 
dients are especially bene¬ 
ficial. Be not deceived by 
the fragrant names and col¬ 
orful labels on shampoos, 
lotions, etc. Support cos¬ 
metic companies that have 
an effective interest in con¬ 
serving the rain forest. Di¬ 
rect some of the $27.1 bil¬ 
lion we Americans spend 
yearly on beauty products 
toward keeping this dwin¬ 
dling ecosystem in tact.

Past nursery school par¬ 
ents speak of the lifelong 
friendships that grew out 
of their experience of going 
to school with their chil¬ 
dren. 

“Our best friends are 
people we grew up with in 
the nursery school,” Gold¬ 
berg says. 

Snow echoes this senti¬ 
ment and believes that for 


her the aftermath of World 
War II made cooperation a 
necessity. Her friendships 
stem form the need for 
community after the harsh¬ 
ness of the war. 

“It was difficult to re¬ 
sume normal life after the 
war. My husband was 
gone for two years. My 
daughter didn’t want him 
around. Nobody knew 
anything about psycholog¬ 
ical services back then. 


Men were confronted with 
ready-made families,” she 
says. 

“The war was for some 
men just too terrible to talk 
about. The nursery school, 
thank God, was there. A 
lot of families would have 
been in mor trouble if it 
weren’t for the nursery 
school helping us to raise 
our children.”

QUESTION: Recently, he brake 
lights and rear turn signal lights in my 
mini-van stopped working. I replaced one 
bulb, but that didn't help. I asked a me¬ 
chanic to look for a short or wiring prob¬ 
lem. He said that only the bulbs needed 
to be replaced and he did that. The lights 
work fine now. Is it possible that all the 
lights could have gone out simultaneous¬ 
ly, or do you think there is still a wiring 
problem. The van has about 58,000 miles 
on it. - B.C. 

ANSWER: Wiring isn't the is.sue if 
replacing the bulbs corrected the prob¬ 
lem. It is possible that due to age the bulbs 
burned out at about the same time. Also, 
a surge of electricity from an inter- 
mitently faulty voltage regulator or im¬ 
proper Jump start could burn out the 
bulbs. Other possibilies include corrod¬ 
ed or loose bulbs and sockets, wrong bulb 
size or damage from water leaks around 
the lens gaskets.

As much as the school 
building stands as a legacy 
to the community, so do 
the animating principals 
behind it—the ideas of co¬ 
operation, of shared re¬ 
sponsibility, and of life¬ 
long learning. It is a lega¬ 
cy that is apparent and liv¬ 
ing in the children of those 
earliest families, a striking 
number of whom (by infor¬ 
mal poll) are teachers or 
professionals in the fields 
of mental health. 

Likewise, mothers and 
fathers carried the feeling 
that they could accomplish 
important things with them 
throughout their lives. 

Janice Marugg, who en¬ 
rolled her children in the 
school in 1951, and later 
went on to teach and serve 
as director upon the retire¬ 
ment of Maijorie Green in 
1960, went on to have a 
career of public service.

nology, (more succinctly 
known as TACIT) is pro¬ 
ducing Tom Stoppard’s 
“Dogg’s Hamlet:Cahoot’s 
Macbeth” for one more 
week-end. It’s tricky to 
know how to deal with 
some of Stoppard’s plays. 
You can simply relax and 
let the flow of outlandish 
events flow entertainingly 
past, but then something 
suddenly makes perfect 
sense and you suspect you 
have been missing the 
clues. English is a second 
language for Czech-born 
Stoppard and he is endless¬ 
ly fascinated by its words 
and idioms. 

In “Dogg’s Hamlet”, a 
group of English school 
children are playing a row¬ 
dy game, are rebuked by 
their teacher and sit down 
to eat lunch together. It 
seems all quite normal, but 
the audience can be ex¬ 
cused some confusion 
since the children are 
speaking a 

language,(referred to as 
Dogg) made up of English 
words, that seems to make 
no sense at all. It has its 
own consistency, however. 


and the listener begins to 
catch on a little. You know 
what it is they must be say¬ 
ing, just as you know what 
the distinguished lady who 
arrives to hand out awards 
is saying, although the 
words she uses are quite 
irrelevant. 

Then they begin a 
school production of 
“Hamlet” and its Elizabe¬ 
than English seems blessed- 
ly clear. A delivery man 
arrives, speaking English, 
but startles the group by 
asking for a “bit of a hand”. 

The abbreviated version 
of “Hamlet”is quite hilari¬ 
ous in itself. 

The second play of the 
evening is “Cahoot’s Mac¬ 
beth”. This is a tribute to 
a friend of Stoppard’s who 
maintained an underground 
“Living Room Theater” 
during the Communist 
takeover of Czechoslova¬ 
kia. An artist has invited a 
group of friends to a simpli¬ 
fied performance of “Mac¬ 
beth” in her apartment The 
political murders of the 
play suggest an allegory of 
the political intrigues of the 
Communist regime, as 


they are well aware. They 
are understandably nervous 
when an Inspector, a sort 
of sinister Columbo, arrives 
to investigate. His articu¬ 
late sarcasms cut down the 
performers, and when he 
decides to stay and see the 
show they are reduced to 
stammering manikins. In 
defiance, they begin to 
speak in Dogg, and the 
plays familiar speeches 
take on their traditional 
power. 

One’s mind is always 
working overtime after a 
Stoppard play. What is he 
saying by all this? Many 
ideas, comments and paral¬ 
lels come to mind. Take 
your pick! But he speaks in 
most enjoyable ways, ably 
assisted by the competent 
actors of TACIT. 

Director Maneesh Sah- 
ani (92,G), a former mem¬ 
ber of TACrr,has handled 
the play clearly and with 
conviction and his cast of 
students, staff, JPL people 
and an occasional Commu¬ 
nity member go at the puz¬ 
zles with enthusiasm. 

“Hamlet” becomes very 
funny indeed and “Mac-

Assemblyman Bob 
Margett once again called 
for the need to track and 
identify convicted child 
molesters in light of the ar¬ 
rest of Lawrence Singleton 
of Tampa, Florida, today. 
Margett believes potential 
victims should have the 
ability to identify child mo¬ 
lesters by an identification 
bracelet to be worn on their 
wrists. 

“Although Singleton 
would not have qualified to 
wear a bracelet under my 
bill, I find it an injustice in 
our society that a convicted 
rapist, who brutally dis¬ 
membered his victim an left 
her to die on the side of the 
road, was not known to the 
citizens of that Florida 
community,” Margett said. 
“Potential victims, our in¬ 
nocent children and in this 
case women, need to be 
protected from heinous 
predators like Lawrence 
Singleton.” 

Margett is introducing a 
bill which would require a 
first time convicted child

molester to wear an identi¬ 
fication and tracking brace¬ 
let for the duration of the 
predator’s parole. A preda¬ 
tor who repeats the crime 
would be required to wear 
the bracelet for life. Unau¬ 
thorized removal of this 
bracelet would be deemed 
a violation of parole that 
would return the offender 
to prison. 

According to CNN, the 
neighbor of Lawrence 
Singleton, David Sales, 
never knew of Singleton’s 
notoriety as a convicted 


rapist and murderer. 

Singleton was freed 
from San Quentin Prison in 
1986 for the mutilation- 
rape of a 15 year old hitch¬ 
hiked who was left to die 
along the side of a road. 
The victim survived the at¬ 
tack, losing both of her 
arms, and eventually testi¬ 
fied against him. 

Susan Carpenter- 
McMillan, representative 
from the Women’s Coali¬ 
tion and sponsor of 
Margett’s child molester 
bill, conveyed similar sen¬ 


timents with regards to 
tracking and identifying 
child molesters.

Local School District 
Receives Book Benefit 


The California School 
Boards Association today 
announced the shipping of 
the one million books do¬ 
nated by Scholastic Inc. to 
815 school districts and 
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county offices of education 
in the state. Those benefit¬ 
ing include Arcadia Unified 
-1,600; and Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied - 4,400. 

The donation, worth 
more than $5 million, to 
4.71 million students was 
made to encourage recre¬ 
ational reading among el¬ 
ementary age students, and 
is one of the largest in the 
publishing company’s 76- 
year history. 

“We’re thrilled to re¬ 
ceive the books from the 
collaborative formed with 
Scholastic, Inc.,” said 
CSBA President Juanita 
Haugen. “The books were 
donated through our non¬ 
profit California School 
Boards Foundation by 
Scholastic Inc., and school 
districts had until January 
15 to apply. No district or 
county office of education 
that applied and qualified 
will receive fewer than 200 
books. With the help of 
CSBA, more than 78 per¬ 
cent of all districts and 
county offices of education 
took advantage of this pro¬ 
gram. 

The books are aimed 
primarily at children from 
kindergarten through eighth 


grade. The number of 
books distributed to each 
district or county office of 
education was determined 
based on the district enroll¬ 
ment size. All books wiU be 
shipped by March 15, 
1997. 

“This is a unique opfior- 
tunity for California schools 
to strengthen reading pro¬ 
grams by providing stu¬ 
dents with additional read¬ 
ing materials, and encour¬ 
agement to read outside the 
classroom,” said Ernest 
Fleishman, senior vice¬ 
president/education, Scho¬ 
lastic Inc. 


At 9:54 a.m., on Febru¬ 
ary 20, 1997, Arcadia Po¬ 
lice officers responded to 
the 600 block of S. First 
Avenue on a 911 emer¬ 
gency call involving a stab¬ 
bing that was in progress.

While waiting for the 
paramedics, the female vic¬ 
tim identified the suspect as 
the person who had stabbed 
her. Arcadia Fire Depart¬ 
ment responded and pro¬ 
vided emergency first aid. 
The female victim was 
transported to a nearby 
hospital for treatment.
